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Public  Hearing  For  Florida  Orders 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts   of   producer  milk  at    pool    plants 
regulated   under  Order  No.    6   during  May   1981 
totaled   42.8  million  pounds.      Deliveries  were 
down  0.4  million   pounds    from   the   previous 
month. 

During  May,    35.5   million   pounds   of    pro- 
ducer milk  was    classified  as   Class    I   —   up 
0.9   million  pounds    from  the   previous  month. 
The   percentage   of   producer  milk   in   Class   I 
was   83.13%    in  May    compared   to   80.41%    the 
previous   month. 

Comparisons  with   the  previous   year  are 
not    being  made   because   the   statistics   are 
not    comparable.      This    is   because   two   plants 
which  heretofore    had  been    included   under   the 
Upper   Florida  Order   qualified    in   May    as   pool 
plants    under   the  Tampa   Bay   Order. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
May  was  $15.09  per  cwt .  —  up  9  cents  from 
April    1981    and   89   cents    above  May    1980. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers    delivered    86. 1    million   pounds 
of   milk  to   pool   plants    regulated   under   Fed- 
eral   Order  No.    12    during  May    1981.       Producer 
milk   deliveries  were   down   2.7   million  pounds 
from  April. 

Producer  milk  classified  as   Class   I   milk 
as    used    in   the   computation  of   the   uniform 
price   to   producers    totaled    73.1   million 
pounds.      Class    I    producer  milk  totaled    76.3 
million   pounds    in  April.      Class    I   milk  was 
85.00%   of   the    total   producer  milk   during  May 
compared   to   86.00%    (Continued  on  page   6) 


The  Department    of  Agriculture  has   announced 
its    intention   to  hold   a  public  hearing  on  pro- 
posed  amendments    to    the   three   Florida  milk  mar- 
keting orders.      The    announcement    followed   a    re- 
quest   by   the   Borden   Company    for   a  hearing   to 
consider   changing   the   classification  of   eggnog 
from  Class   I    to   Class    II.      Other   interested 
persons  have   been   afforded   the   opportunity   to 
submit    additional   proposals    for   consideration 
at    the  hearing. 

While  the  official  notice  of  hearing  has 
not  been  issued,  the  Department  has  indicated 
that  it  has  tentatively  scheduled  the  hearing 
for  July  14,  1981  at  Winter  Park,  Florida. 
All  interested  persons  will  receive  a  copy  of 
the   official  notice   as   soon   as    it    is    issued. 

USDA  ISSUES  NEW  SOUTHWESTERN  IDAHO- 
EASTERN  OREGON  MILK  ORDER 

More   than   the    required   two-thirds   of   the 
dairy    farmers   supplying  milk   for   18   counties 
in  southwestern   Idaho   and    five    in  eastern 
Oregon  have  voted   in    favor  of  having   their 
milk   convered  by   a  federal  marketing  order. 

The  new  order  was   partially   effective 
June    1  when  milk  handlers   started   reporting 
their   receipts   and  uses   of  milk.      The   pricing 
payment   provisions  will    go    into  effect   July   1. 

The   order    is   based  on   the    record  of   a 
public   hearing  held    in  Boise,    Idaho,    the 
major  metropolitan    area   that   would  be   affected 
by   the   order.      The  order,    which  was    requested 
by   producers    supplying  milk    to    the    Idaho- 
Oregon    area,   was  approved  by   91    percent    of 
the   producers    voting   in  a    referendum.

The  May  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Fanners  decreased  1 
point  (.4  percent)  from  April  to  260  percent  of  .its  January- 
December  1967  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
Contributing  most  to  the  decrease  since  April  were  lower  prices 
for  eggs,  soybeans,  cattle,  wheat,  tomatoes,  potatoes  and  corn. 
Higher  prices  for  oranges,  hogs,  lettuce,  broilers,  and  hay  were 
partially  offsetting.   The  Index  was  32  points  (14  percent) 
above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  mid-May  was 
304,  unchanged  from  April.   Prices  increases  for  feed,  ferti- 
lizer, agricultural  chemicals  and  family  living  items  were  off- 
set by  lower  replacement  livestock  and  gasoline  prices.   The 
May  Index  was  28  points  (10  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates 
was  86  for  the  month  of  May  1981.   The  Ratio  was  unchanged 
from  the  previous  month  and  up  3  points  from  the  same  period 
a  year  ago.
